It is clear that if most or all of these books were read by new 
missionaries during the first three years, there would be a solid ground- 
ing gained in the knowledge of India’s thought and life. Why should 
they not be read y The books on Hinduism and Islam amount to only 
fifty-two, that is, one book a week for a year, whereas three years are 
allowed. Dr. Speer, Secretary of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions, U.S. A., who finds time himself for omniverous reading in 
the midst of a very busy life, remarks: ‘Every missionary ought to 
read at least one book a month. Many of them can and ought to 
read one book a week ; and we workers in the mission boards at 
home ought not to think as an ideal of reading less than one new book, 
a good book, every week, if we want our minds to keep alert and 
alive and well furnished and quick and eager’’, Should the missionary 
in India cherish a less exalted ideal ?
